Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Last night Charles the Second, and The Bottle Imp, were performed 
at this Theatre, followed by the Pantomime ;—among the many mo- 
dern innevations on this species of entertainment, is the almost total 
absence of the extraordinary leaps that the Harlequins of former days 
used to take; Vandermere was probably the most complete Harlequin 
who ever trod the stage : his agility was to the last degree astonishing : 
he has leaped through a window onthe stage, when pursued by the 
Clown, full thirteen feet high. Whenever his performance was an- 
nounced in the play-bills, it attracted a crowded house. — 

One night, when he had a prodigious leap to execute, the persons 
behind the scenes, who were to have received him in a blanket, not 
being duly prepared, he fell, of course, upon the boards, and was mi- 
serably bruised. This accident occasioned him to take a solemn oath 
that he would never take another leap upon the stage; nor did he vio- 
late his vow, for when he afterwards played Harlequin, George Daw- 
son, another actor, about his size, and of considerable activity, was 
equipped with the parti-coloured habit, and when a leap was necessary 
Vandermere passed off on one side of the stage, as Dawson entered at 
the other, and undertook it—Vandermere then returned, and continued 
his business. 

On.Thursday will be produced, at this Theatre, a new Opera, in 
three acts, called The Nymph ef the Grotto ; or, the Daughter's Fow. 


Surrey.—Mr. Elliston repeated the character of Dr. Pangloss, in 
The Heir at Law, \ast evening, and was received with the most en- 
thusiastic applause by a crowded house.—The Pantomime continues to 
be as great a favorite as ever. 

The French Company performed last night, at the English Opera, 
to a well filled and fashionable house. 

Customs of the Ancient Theatres.—It was a common practice in 
the time of Shakspeare, to carry table-books to the Theatre, and ei- 
ther from curiosity, or enmity to the author, or some other motive, 
to write down passages of the Play that was represented; and there 
is reason to believe that the imperfect and mutilated copies of one’or 
two of Shakspeare’s dramas, which are yet extant, were taken down 
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by the ear, or in short-hand during the representation. At the end 
of the piece, the actors in noblemen’s houses and in taverns where 
plays were frequently performed, prayed for the health of their pa- 
trons, and in the public Theatres for the King and Queen. This 
prayer sometimes made part of the epilogue; hence probably as Mr. 
Stevens has observed the addition of Vivant Rex et Regina to the 
modern play-bills.
